Whether oru has any love for 
the packing industry or not, this is 
an essential enterprise and it is ob­ 
vious that it can’t keep on oj>erat~ 
ing at a loss indefinitely.

kinds of meat to fill the consumer 
demand, and packing houses have 
been operating in low gear, with 
a consequent drop in their employ­ 
ment of workers. 
The reason for this is found in 
the intricacies of price control. 
The price of meat at retail is 
“fixed.” But the price of live cattle, 
for example, is not. and is still de­ 
termined by the' supplv-dcmand 
factor. The value of steers has ris­ 
en substantially, while the price 
which the butcher may charge for 
cuts of meat from those same steers 
has remained static. The result is 
a squeeze on the packers who, in 
many cases, have been forced to 
operate at a loss in order to keep 
their plants going and to serve es­ 
tablished customers. 
Whether one has any love for 
the packing industry or not, this is 
an essential enterprise and it is ob­ 
vious that it can’t keep on operat­ 
ing at a loss indefinitely. More im­ 
portant still, we are beginning to 
see a practical application of the 
fact that government controls, no 
m atter how well meant or how ef­ 
ficiently 
administered, 
cannot 
guarantee the necessary element 
that will really help in the fight 
against inflation — the maximum 
production 
and 
distribution 
of 
goods. 
On top of that, the government is 
now getting worried about the 
black market, which simply is a re­ 
flection of the fact that controls 
always drive goods 
into illegal 
channels of trade, to the profit of 
the racketeer.

Brannan Says Farmers Not 
Cause of Higher Food Prices 


More recently statements are 
heard blaming farm people as the 
cause of inflation. A statement has 
just this week reached the Scott 
County extension office from the 
Secretary of Agriculture, Charles 
F. Brannan. This statement was 
presented to the House Committee 
on Agriculture by the secretary 
on Tuesday, April 24. 


Reality 
vs. 
Symbol. 
Directly 
and indirectly, various statements 
in recent months have tended to 
establish in the public mind the 
impression that food prices or pric­ 
es received by farmers are the key 
symbols, and presumably, the chief 
causes, of inflation. 


More particularly, these state­ 
ments have tended to create the 
impression that farm returns are 
unreasonably high in relation to 
incomes of other groups. 
They also imply that the parity 
pricing standard for farm products 
is chiefly to blame for the rising 
cost of living. 
If we were to base our national 
efforts on these erroneous im­ 
pressions, we would never ac­ 
complish the goal of stabilization. 
Farmers are not Overpaid. Most 
people consider income in terms of 
wages, salaries, or interest on their 
investment. 
The farm er’s income on 
the 
other hand, is the result of prices 
times volume of products, less his 
operating costs. It is really a com­ 
posite return to the farmer and his 
family for labor, management and 
capital investment. But that in­ 
come can also be broken down in 
terms of wages and interest: that 
is, the number of man-hours of 
labor required to produce it, and 
an estimated return or rate of in­ 
terest on the farm investment re­ 
quired 
in 
land, 
livestock, 
and 
equipment. 
Divided 
that 
way, 
here’s what it looks like: 69 cents 
an hour for labor; 5 per cent in­ 
terest on investment and nothing 
for management. 
That 69 cents an hour is less 
than the 75 cents per hour wage 
which has been fixed by law as a 
minimum for most types of non­ 
farm labor. 
The 5 per cent interest on in­ 
vestment in plant and equipment 
is less than a third of the return 
that corporations realized on their 
capital investment in 1950. 
Zero for the farm er’s manage­ 
ment ability compares with the 
salaries of business firm managers, 
who represent one of the highest 
paid groups in the country. 
Here’s how the computed aver­ 
age hourly earnings in agriculture, 
in 1950, compare with hourly earn­ 
ings of workers employed in other 
endeavors: farm people, 69c; m an­ 
ufacturing workers $1.46; build­ 
ing construction workers $2.03; and 
retail trade workers $1.17. 
Here’s how the allowance of 5 
per cent interest on farm ers’ to­ 
tal investment in farm real es­ 
tate, 
livestock, 
equipment, 
and 
working capital, compares with 
profits on net corporate invest­ 
ment, after corporation taxes, of 
all 
manufacturing 
corporations, 
according to the records of the 
Federal 
Trade Commission; 
all 
manufacturing 
corporations 
in 
1950, 15 per cent. 
If our computations allowed for 
farms the same interest on invest­ 
ment that corporations had 
in 
1950, the remaining income would 
represent wages for farm people’s 
labor of only 13 cents an hour. 
Such earning calculations cover 
all kinds of farms. Some farmers 
did much better, some worse—just 
as nonfarm people did better and 
worse than average. 
On the basis of conditions the 
first four months of this year, it 
appears that the farm er’s hourly 
earnings for 1951, cbmputed in the 
same way as the 1950 figure, may 
average somewhere around 90 to 
95 cents. But that is still well be­ 
low the most recent estimates of 
hourly 
earnings of all 
factory 
workers*—$1.56 an hour as of Feb­ 
ruary 1951. 
Rather 
than 
being 
overpaid, 
farmers are earning less for their 
labor, less for their investment, 
and less for their management 
ability than are other segments of 
our economy. 
Big gap between farm and non­ 


farm income. As a result of smaller 
earnings in agriculture, the gap 
between farm and nonfarm income 
widened between 1947 and 1950, 
both in total and per capita. Farm 
operators’ income fell 27 per cent 
from 1947 to 1950. Despite that 
drop, national income increased 
about 16 per cent during that same 
period.
